Ag Group Tells Of | 
New 1960 Program 


The Palm Beach County Agricul- 
tural Stabilization and Conserva- 
tion Office today announced two 
improvement changes in the 1960 
Conservation Reserve of the Soil 
Bank, as follows: » 

1. Basic annual ‘rates will be 
established by the same method 
used for 1959 contracts; and 

2. Farmers will have until Oc- 
tober 9 {rather than September 30) 
to take the first step in applying 
for the 1960 program. 

The new law, according to Sam 
Schooley, Manager of the ASC a, 
fice, removes the lagel require- 
ment that the annual payment rate 
must depend on actual crop produc- 
tion during thé period 1955-59 on 
the land placed in the reserve. 
Many farmers'regarded such rates 
as unfair because of the effect of 
drought and other natural disast- 
ers on crop yields during one or 
more of those years. 

Under the new-law, basic an- 
nual rates for 1960 will be determ-

TALLAHASSEE — Florida re- 
ceived a record $25,157,459 as a 
result of pari-mutuel operations 
during the 1958-59 season, accord- 
ing to a report by the State Racing 
Commission to Gov. LeRoy Collins.

$6,069,927. 

The report, signed by Commis- 
sion Chairman John R. Ring and 
members C. Sweet Smith, Jr., War-

vealed that the four flat horse 
tracks: Hialeah, Tropical, Gulf- 
stream and Sunshine Park return- 
ed $13,724,436 in revenue to the 
state.

Census To Highlight 
5-Year Progress In 
Florida Agriculture 


Much has been said about the 
forthcoming Census of Agriculture, 
but its importance can be stress- 
ed again and again. Enumeration 
begins October 7 in counties south 
of Jacksonville and November 18 
ik counties west of there. 

In a broad sense, the 1959 Cen- 

` šus-of Agriculture will collect in- 
formation on the, number and size 
of farms, acreage and harvest of 
crops, livestock production and in- 
ventories, selected farm facilities, 
selected farm expenditures, farm 
values, and mortgage debt. This in- 
formation is to be published for 
counties, states and the nation. 

In an even broader sense, the 
census is a count of all the farm 
and agricultural operations carried 
on in this country during the cen- 
us years. 

What special interest does the 
1959 Census of Agriculture hold? 
Major changes are going on in 
agriculture as farm people adjust 
to economic growth and progress. 
During the last five years adjust- 
ment has beer as rapid, perhaps 
more rapid, than during any com- 
parable five-year period. 

Only by conducting a nationwide 
farm census can a true measure of 
these changes and indication of 
their nature be obtained. 

The 1959 Census of Agriculture, 
the largest agricultural statistical 
project of the past five'years, will 
be conducted by the Bureau of the 
Census, U. S. Department of Com- 
merce, in October and November. 
Farms will be visited again in 
April, 1960, when the 18th Decen- 
mial Census, covering population 
and housing, wilt be conducted. 

The 1959 Census of Agriculture 
will include a census of drainage 
enterprises nd off irrigation 
activity.

These facts and figures serve as 


information ob- 
the agricultural 


a basis for planning for farmers, 
ranchers, USDA, state depart- 
ments of agriculture, agricultural 


colleges, manufacturers and farm 
organizations. 

Facts collected during farm 
enumerations are also used by 
economists; radio and television 
broadcasts, publishers of farm 
journals, newsletters and other 


publications; as well as the many 
individuals and organizations 
whose products and services sup- 
port the agricultural segment of 
our economy. 

To answer the census questions, 
farmers will need .to have à few 
simple records: The Bureau of the 
Census is urging each farmer sto 
bring up to date the record of his 
barvest, the products sold and 
riajor farm expenses. It is believ- 
ec that the record keeping dedir- 
able for census purposes will also 
be worthwhile for the farmer's 
management purposes. 

When facts and figures concern- 
ing each farm in the nation are 
added together, this new informa- 
tion provides an up to date guide 
for governmental, industrial educa- 
tional, commercial and informa- 
tion media services to farmers.
